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The Calcutta Earthquake

Foreword. “It's my opinion that tf the stu- 
dents will use Mr. Johndro’s world base line 
coupled together with the directional principles 
as stressed in the ‘Earth in the Heavens’ that 
they will be able to have much better luck in 
their, sometimes cockeyed predictions.

On January 15, 1934, as you are no doubt 
familiar, an Earthquake of great intensity 
occurred at Calcutta, India, causing untold 
damage and blotting out the lives of ap- 
proximately twenty thousand people. 

Now this disaster affords a most remark- 
able study from an astrological viewpoint. 
Especially it gives a striking illustration of 
the importance and validity of utilizing the 
“World Base Line” propounded in “The 
Earth in the Heavens” by L. Edward John- 
dro, when it is desired to define the exact 
location of an event promised by the posi- 
tions and mutual aspects of the planets dur- 
ing an eclipse, lunation, ingress, solstice, etc. 
This it does to precision as will be present- 
ly shown. 

For the benefit of those who are as yet 
unfamiliar with Mr. Johndro’s texts and are 
interested in greatly enlarging their present 
knowledge of Mundane Astrology, that 
branch of the stellar science which has been 
so haphazardly treated, allow me to give you 
a bit of advice. At all costs secure copies 
of these books. First, “The Earth in the 
Heavens,” which thoroughly treats on the 
aforementioned “World Base Line” and 
gives a raré treatise on the explanation of 
planetary phenomena through the guidance 
of electrical laws, and second, “The Stars, 
how and where they Influence,” giving valu- 
able information on the fixed stars and the 
places where their influence is the most pre- 
dominant. Really, to make a detailed study 
of Mundane Astrology without having ac-

cess to these works would be similar to ac- 
quiring a knowledge of relativity without 
consulting the works of such masters as 
Einstein, Tolman or Steinmetz. I especially 
recommend his texts to those who have a 


keen appreciation for mathematical pre- 
cision. 
But to get on with our task. The first 


step in studying the Caloutta Earthquake is 
to give the student an understanding of what 
and where the “World Base Line” is. 

Briefly, the “World Base Line” is reck- 
oned on the exact position of the Vernal 
Equinox, which happens to be on the zenith 
of a point coordinating terrestrial longitude 
29°13’ west for 1934 and is slowly moving 
westward at the rate of 46”.10 per annum 
in right ascension or terrestrial longitude. 
Here it must be noted that right ascension 
and terrestrial longitude are both measured 
along the same plane—that of the equator. 
Right ascension dealing with positions in 
the heavens and terrestrial longitude deal- 
ing with geographical location. 

The lack of space doesn’t permit a de- 
tailed explanation of the theory for adopting 
such a base line so I refer the reader to Mr. 
Johndro’s text, “The Earth in the Heavens,” 
for the further illustration of its underlying 
principles. 

The next step is to compute the preces- 
sional dial for Galcutta. So we have the fol- 
lowing equations.

The oblique ascensions of the various 
houses were equated into zodical longitude 
by tables of oblique ascensions under the 
polar elevation of the houses which are as 
follows....7°52’ pole of the 11th and 3rd, 
15°27’ pole of the 12th and 2nd and 22°26’, 
the GEOCENTRIC latitude of Calcutta 
being the pole of the ascendant. We used 
the geocentric latitude of Calcutta here be- 
cause the event was more or less fatalistic 
without human volition entering into the 
cause of the quake. Mr. Johndro makes it 
quite clear that when the cause is objective, 
rather than subjective, then this is the prop- 
er procedure. 

Having calculated the precessional local- 
ity angles of Calcutta we place the longi- 
tudes on the proper house cusps and then 
insert the January 15th lunation and planets 
in the chart and we have the following in- 
teresting and enlightening figure. 

Here we immediately see why the earth- 
quake was promised by the cross aspects of 
Uranus, Pluto, Jupiter and the lunation hap- 
pended at Calcutta and vicinity. Note the 
nadir position of the lunation and regard it 
as testimony number one. But before going 
any further I should like to also bring your 
attention to the fact that the lunation is not 
exactly on the nadir, being 40’ of right as- 
cension off the precise right ascension of 
the lower meridian or nadir. Now this repre- 
sents a very large error, about 45 miles. The 
most students unfortunately would be prone 
to ignore this error and furthermore in all 
probability they would become loquacious 
in giving thanks to their respective Gods for 
allowing them to arrive at such a close an 
approximation. Especially after having 
erected the “Horary Lunation Chart” of 
January fifteenth for Calcutta and being 
forced to allow “Ridiculously Wide Orbs” 
together with having to enlarge and enlarge 
on “Relatively Weak and _ Insignificant 
Testimony” in order to account for the “Lo- 
cality” of the event, rationally or otherwise. 
Making a mountain out of a molehill, so 
to speak. However that is precisely the 
process he had to adopt if he in any sense 
endeavored to cite the “Horary Lunation 
Chart” as the sole localizing agency of the 
quake. 

But to have done with digression and con- 
tinue with our work. To leave our equation 
at this point would not be good mathema- 
tics, and furthermore would, in the minds of 
those who possess that inherent faculty of 
critical analysis, detract considerably from 
the true value of our base line. So we shall 
endeavor to couple the lunation point in 
closer proximity with the lower meridian by 











taking into consideration the magnetic fields 
of the lunar orb and the planet Venus (their 
celestial latitudes). We further shall have 
to allow for the semi-diameter of the sun. 
Most of you are familiar with the fact that 
the sun’s disk subtends a geocentric angle of 
32’, and that the ephermis gives the position 
of its center. Therefore the “East” limb of 
sun in this case is 25° 00’ Capricorn (24° 
44° + 00°16 the sun’s semi-diameter). In- 
spection of tables of right ascensions gives 
this point right ascension 296°57’. Further 
inspection of the tables of right ascension 
(with latitude) shows that 25°37’ the longi- 
tude of the lower meridian, in’ celestial lati- 
tude 3°19’ north also has right ascension 
296°57’. Thus the coupling is made perfect 
in the latitude of Venus. 

s I know; You want to know why the 
latitude of Venus was even considered in 
such a tragedy. If you will observe closely, 
you will note that Venus is ruler of the pre- 
cessional eighth angle and, How many 
people lost their lives as the direct result of 
the quake (Uranus).? Here we find perfect 
coordination of cause and effect. 

Taking the coupling in the field of the 
moon we find the righ ascension of 25°37’ 
Capricorn in celestial latitude 2°12’ south to 
be 297°23' about 25 miles off the nadir of 
Calcutta but well within the quake zone. 

Further delineation of the _precessional 
angles of Calcutta is unwarranted as the 
merest tyro in astrology could forecast an 
earthquake from the multiple testimonies of 
the January fifteenth lunation and planets, 
both by position and mutual aspects. It is 
a rare case indeed where a single phenomena 
such as an eclipse, lunation, ingress etc., af- 
fords such a remarkable number of indica- 
tions. Note the conjunction of Mars and 
Saturn in the confines of the precessional 
fourth; the position of Uranus, Jupiter, and 
Pluto on the angles and in Cardinal Signs. 
However the focus point of the lunation 
(the sun and moon) must be regarded as the 
key to the locality of the event. This may 
be readily seen if we broadly analyze the 
precise nature of an earthquake. It is merely 
a disturbance or we might rightly say an up- 
heaval (which state of being is unrevokable 
actuated by Uranus) underground (house 
four). Right here I deem it pertinent to 
quote Mr. Clancy in his “Message of the 
Stars” in the August issue of this magazine 
where he gives a very able discription of the 
nature of the mutual induction of the sun 
and moon. Quote; The Sun symbolizes 
pure energy—static unformed, unmanifested 
and also by the same token, relatively un- 
limited. The principle of the form (Moon) 
through imposing Limitations permits mani- 
festation, but the Sun symbolizes energy en- 
potentia, energy held in suspension—SUB- 
JECTIVE power. The Moon symbolizes 
the form, medium (material substance) by 
which the solar energy is limited, condi- 
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tioned, transformed and permitted to mani- 
fest etc. Unquote. He was referring to the 
angular relationship of the Sun and Moon 
relative to nativities but we shall see how 
this principle might help us in further under- 
standing the earthquake phenomena which 
holds our present attention. 

We have already shown that the quake 
must be examined in the light of phenomena 
that affects the lower meridian and particu- 
larly as to the mutual induction of the nadir 
and Uranus. Here we have the point of 
union between the significator of Subjective 
power (Sun) and the factor which actuates 
the transmutation of the subjective power 
to an objective force (Moon). So our de- 
ductions lead us thusly; The nature of the 
subjective power in this case is determined 
by the aspects of the solar body, which are, 
firstly an opposition to Pluto (the author of 
wholesale destruction, when so afflicted) in 
the sign which is generally regarded as the 
significator of the masses, Cancer; Second 
the square to Uranus, and then we have the 
square to Jupiter on the asc. Which position 
would lead us to believe that the alleged god 
of good fortune etc. (Jupiter) had indeed 
turned his back on Calcutta during that 
disaster. Therefore by our former analogy 
the Moon by its ¢ with © caused the sub- 
jective power to manifest, almost immedi- 
ately after it had been built up, into an 
Earthquake of terriffic intensity, which is by 
all means an objective phenomena. And of 
course it is simple to link this tremendous 
force underground via the conjunction of the 
lunation point with the cusp of the preces- 
sional fourth, 

There is one more indication existing dur- 
ing the January fifteenth lunation that I feel 
sure has a definite bearing on the latitude 
of the event. That is the declination of 
Pluto. It will be noted that Pluto was cir- 
cling in latitude 22°42’ north on the date in 
question. Now this is only 8’ of latitude 
farther north than Calcutta and I think is 
well within the zone covered by the Quake. 

Now that we have pretty well covered the 
main testimonies of the event, which were 
in existance during the lunation, I feel ob- 
liged to bring to light the “Testimonies 
which are found months before the quake!” 
If my critics were in evidence before, then 
they will surely have many additions to the 
ir ranks now. However that is precisely 
what I intend to do. Our initial step in this 
direction is to go back to the Eclipse of 
August 21st, 1933. The first thing we note 
is that an opposition of Mars and Uranus 
occurred respectively from 26°47’ Libra and 
27°16’ Aries near the square of the upper 
and lower meridians of Calcutta. Then we 
thumb the pages of our 1933 ephermis till 
we come to the lunation of October 19th. 
Now here we really are on the track of some 
powerful indications. Note that the October 





lunation fell in precise conjunction with the 
precessional asc. of Calcutta, 25°23’ Libra in 
opposition to Uranus in 25°24’ Aries. It 
will further be observed that Uranus was 
retrograde at the time of this phenomena. 
Both the lunation and Uranus were in square 
to Pluto in 24°39’ Cancer. Then to look 
further we find Mars at the Winter Solstice 
December 22, 1933, in 25°28’ Capricorn, in 
conjunction with the Nadir and square to 
THE OPPOSITION OF THE OCTOBER 
LUNATION AND URANUS. Not to men- 
tion its opposition to Pluto in 24°07’ Cancer. 
Then of course the January fifteenth Luna- 
tion TOUCHED OFF ALL THESE LA- 
TENT CONFIGURATIONS on the precise 
day of the Quake. 

The aicients rightly taught that the posi- 
tion of eclipses and lunations remained sen- 
sitive points for some months to come, but 
what they didn’t know was that the cross 
aspects of these points together the posi- 
tions of the more bulky planets and _ their 
cross aspects were the main consideration. In 
other words, the positions of Uranus, Pluto, 
Neptune, Mars, Saturn and Jupiter during an 
Eclipse, Lunation, Ingress, Lunation, Sol- 
stice etc., remain sensitive points for some- 
times as long as A YEAR OR MORE. 
Furthermore the aspects of one planet to 
the position of another at a phenomena hap- 
pening months BEFORE OR AFTER the 
lunation, or whatever our first planet is in- 
volved in, is of paramount importance. 

For the benefit of those who are as yet 
bound to our iron-clad conception of the 
“Time Continium,” therefore being incredu- 
lous of the foregoing, allow me to quote 
Steinmetz in his text on “Relativity and 
Space,” page 41. Quote; “At light fre- 
quencies there is no sensible before or after 
in the TIME-SENSE and no appreciable 
before or behind in the SPACE-SENSE.” 
“On a body moving with the velocity of 
light length vanishes, becomes zero and 
THE TIME STOPS.” Unquote. 

This shows if anything can that Astrology 
must be approached from the standpoint of 
exact-science if we are to, in any sense, 
eradicate the misconceptions held by scien- 
tists relative to its true worth. 

To do this will mean that astrologers will 
have to get together and completely reor- 
ganize the stellar art in to some semblance 
of an exact-science by separating the 
“Known Facts” from “Half evolved and al- 
together impractical theories,” and above all 
accepting no method or process until it has 
been thoroughly tested out by exhaustive 
research. What a radical change that would 
make in some of the methods advocated by 
a great deal of the brethren. That is to 
say if they would accept our suggestion. 

So much for that. We shall now observe 
the directional principal set down in Mr. 
Johndro’s text, “The Earth in the Heavens.” 
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This principal is based on the right ascen- 
sional advance of the solar body. So direct- 
ing precessional angles of Calcutta we have 
the Eatowter equations.

These oblique ascensions and right ascen- 
sions were all equated out as per Chaney’s 






tables of Oblique ascensions and Tables of 
Right ascensions. The oblique ascensions 
were of course taken under the polar eleva- 
tion of the respective houses. 

The first thing we note in the direct direc- 
tions is the progressed asc. in 27°17’ Leo. 
Now referring back to the August 21st 
Eclipse of 1933, we find that it occurred in 
27°42’ Leo. So endeavoring to bring the 
coupling in the earthquake zone, we take the 
semi-diameter of the sun, 0°16’ and add it to 
the oblique ascension of the progressed as- 
cendant and obtain O.A. 144°33’. Now we 
take the latitudes of jupiter and Pluto into 
consideration as they both were in celestial 
latitude 1°20’ north. Doing so it is observed 
that 27°42’ Leo in 1°20’ north latitude in the 
latitude of Calcutta (Geocentric) yields ob- 
lique ascension 144°41’. Just about eight 
miles of the place in question. 

Then we note the progressed midheaven 
converse and find it to be 1°02’ Libra. Thus 
in 135° aspect with Saturn. The lower meri- 
dian is 45° from Saturn. In this position we 
see the property loss, the leveling (Saturn) 
of buildings (House Four) as a result of 
the quake. 

Observe the progressed eighth Converse 
in 22°51’ Cancer. This is very near the mean 
square of Uranus and Jupiter 24°24’ + 23°33’ 
divided by 2= 22°58’. This together with 
Pluto being posited there shows the enor- 
mous death toll. 

One might go on almost indefinitely citing 
indications. However I advise the student 
to make a few observations for himself from 
the foregoing chart. 
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The Ascendants of Planets

One of the most important factors in a 
psychological interpretation of astrological 
elements is the correct grasp of the mean- 
ing of the Ascendant in relation to the Sun. 
It is true that the often formulated rela- 
tionship between Sun and spirit Moon and 
soul, Ascendant and body (or personality) 
is valid as far as it goes, and especially for 
anyone whose thoughts run along the 
analytical-intellectual lines of modern 
theosophical (or pseudo-theosophical) 
classification. But such a formulation does 
not release much vital significance, because 
it postulates really three unknowns—Spirit, 
soul and body—and uses them to explain 
equally unknown astrological elements. The 
Ascendant undoubtedly gives us usually ac- 
curate information as to the structure of the 
body (and the head especially); but what 
is the psychological meaning of such a 
structure and why should it be symbolized 
by the rising portion of the zodiac? 

We must refer the reader to our articles 
in previous issues of “American Astrology” 
(especially May 1934) for definitions of the 
psychological terms which we use; some- 
what as introduced by Dr. Jung’s analytical 
psychology. It will be seen that we spoke 
of the Sun as a symbol of the Self, which 
represents the center of the totality of the 
psyche (conscious and unconscious) in con- 
tradistinction of the ego which is merely the 
center of the conscious part of this psyche. 
This interpretation is obviously justified by 
the fact that the Sun is the center of the 
totality of the solar svstem, which for the 
sake of psychological interpretation we have 
divided into two realms: the realm of 
planets between Sun and Saturn, and that 
of the planets beyond Saturn—correspond- 
ing respectively to conscious and uncon- 
scious. 

The Sun, however, is not to be considered 
strictly as the Self; that is, as that spiritual 
‘quality’ or monad, ‘which is the supreme es- 
sence of man’s individual selfhood. It is 
only the emanation of the Self, the light 
of the Self; in other words, the power 
which, issuing forth from the Self, acts up- 
on the whole psyche, the whole nature of 
man (psychic as well as_ physiological). 
This action is the very action of “life.” It 
is an integrative action. It unifies and 
makes whole. It is the power which, acting 
from within man, leads him to the state, 
described by Jung, as that of “individu- 
ation.” The state in which man stands as 


a true individual; not however a rebel 
against society and collective values, but 
one who has succeeded in focalizing such 
values in and through the characteristic 
structure of his individual selfhood, making 
them therefore his own. 

The Sun represents thus the individuating, 
integrating, vitalizing power, which makes 
man whole on every plane of being. As 
for the spatial cross formed by the line of 
horizon and the line zenith-nadir at birth, 
we saw that it constituted “a symbolical 
frame-work. for all operations of our in- 
dividual being; within and through which 
human nature operates in a particular way 
which characterizes us as an individual be- 
ing.” This Cross represents, in other words, 
the exteriorization—in a structural, func- 
tional pattern—of that spiritual ‘quality’ 
which is the supreme essence of man’s in- 
dividual selfhood; or, the particular way in 
which the life- force of the Sun operates. 

This is easily understood once we realize 
that the zodiacal position of the Sun at the 
moment of the first breath represents the 
exact point of the earth’s orbit around the 
Sun where the native is born; whereas the 
Cross of the birth-chart determines the ex- 
act moment of the day at which the birth 
occurred; thus, the exact stage of the daily 
rotation of the earth around its axis. All 
astrology is based on cyclic patterns of mo- 
tion; and the two types of motion used in 
ordinary work are that caused by the yearly 
revolution of the earth around the Sun (de- 
fining the earth’s orbit), and that caused 
by the daily rotation of the earth around its 
axis. The Sun and the Mid-Heaven deter- 
mine respectively the points in those two 
cycles of motion at which birth occurred. If 
however one takes in consideration the in- 
fluence of the latitude of the birth-place 
(which indeed is one of the most important 
data, as it rules over the climatenic in- 
fluence of geographical surroundings over 
the native), then instead of the Mid-Heaven, 
we should take the Ascendant (or both axes 
together) as determining the point in the 
axial rotation of the earth characterizing 
the native. 

The Sun in a nativity represents the dy- 
namic emanation of the essential quality of 
man’s individual selfhood, because it is the 
motion of the earth around the Sun, in- 
volving actual displacement in space, which, 
symbolically, generates such “essential 
qualities.” Each of these ‘qualities’ repre- 
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sent a particular aspect of life, a particular 
relationship between human nature and the 
source of all life in the solar system. The 
earth’s orbit (the Zodiac) is the sum-total 
of all such possible relationships, therefore 
of all the different types (or Rays) of hu- 
man individualities. 

But while the earth moves about one de- 
gree on its orbit, it rotates around its axis; 
presenting successively all parts of its globe 
to the light of the Sun—in other words, 
vitalizing all parts of itself by bringing them 
to be fecundated by the significance of that 
particular Sun-earth relationship. It will be 
seen thus that any point on the globe (un- 
less too close to the poles) receives this 
fecundating impact from the Sun about 365 
times in a year. This constitutes (with a 
slight discrepancy, the meaning of which 
cannot be discussed here) the spiritual real- 
ity of the degree, as a division of the 
zodiac (earth’s orbit). 

The point we wish to convey is that there 
are only 365 (or 360) basic types of in- 
dividual selfhood on earth, each the result 
of a particular and full relationship between 
the earth and the Sun, symbolized by the 
zodiacal degree of the natal Sun. This full 
relationship is not instantaneous, because it 
requires in order to be total, a complete ro- 
tation of the earth around its axis. This ro- 
tation brings all parts of the earth succes: 
sively in direct contact with the Sun’s eman- 
ation (at noon). The axial Cross in a 
birth-chart defines a particular phase of this 
motion which distributes the Sun’s power 
through the whole being (psyche and body) 
of the native. 

The earth symbolizes this whole being. 
The point where the Sun is found in the 
chart is the point, or function, of the being 
where the Sun’s power is being focused. It 
is the point through which the essential 
‘quality’ of the individual selfhood is the 
most active and the most evident. This re- 
fers, of course, to the house in which the 
natal Sun is placed: and, in stricter analy- 
sis to a particular section of this house. 

The earth axial motion “distributes” the in- 
dividuating, whole-making life-force through 
the whole nature (inner and outer) of the 
native. As a result, the particular phase 
of this distribution (ice. the hour of the day) 
determines the structure of the organism, 
physiological and psychological—as psyche 
and body are fundamentally one in structure. 
We saw previously that the Ascendant re- 
lates to the function of self-awareness and 
intuition; thus, to that very faculty which 
enables man to reach the essential quality 
of his own selfhood. The Sun symbolizés 
the vital emanation of this ‘quality’; the 
Ascendant, the faculty whereby man can be- 
come aware of it and fulfill it. 


If this be the case, the reader may ask, 








why should the Ascendant refer to the gen- 
eral structure of the body. For the reason 
that this essential quality of the Self can 
only be exteriorized and made manifest 
through the body, that is through a particu- 
lar structure of life-activity. The Bible 
tells this by saying: Man was made in the 
image of God. Man’s body-structure is the 
image of his innermost individual selfhood; 
if however by ‘structure’ we do not mean 
the outer complexion, but rather the skele- 
ton. Bones are indeed symbols of the high- 
est—as the Egyptians knew well, who mum- 
mified their dead, as a symbol of the im- 
mortality of the individual self. 

The Ascendant determines thus the essen- 
tial structure of the body, because this in 
turn defines the basic modes of operation of 
the life-force and its distribution to those 
centers of awareness through which the Self 
can be perceived. Jt is naturally and in- 
stinctively perceived through these centers 
when man is not perverted by his surround- 


ings and education, and fulfills spon- 
taneously his characteristic activities, or 
dharma. 


The relation Ascendant to Sun symbolizes 
then the relation of the vital, individuating 
force in man to the type of activity which 
characterizes his true selfhood. Thus if the 
Sun is in conjunction with the Ascendant 
(if the native is born exactly at sunrise), 
all the power of the life-force will energize 
the native’s most characteristic activity. He 
will be a man of either strong instincts or, 
psychologically, strong intuitions. He will 
project his individual selfhood spontaneous- 
ly, directly, with great force. He will ful- 
fill his own individual destiny, regardless 
of any influence (unless other factors con- 
tradict this interpretation and hinder or 
thwart the instincts). Wagner is a good il- 
lustration of such a sunrise birth. 

If the Sun is square the Ascendant, the 
native will find that his inherent vitality acts 
at cross purposes with his true individual 
instincts. Much psychological and physio- 
logical tension will be generated which may 
be regenerative or destructive. There will 
be often pecularities or abnormal develop- 
ment of functional structure in the body; 
and a tendency for strong psychological 
complexes to develop. The effect will be 
more interior, if the Sun is below the 
horizon and more exterior, if the Sun is near 
the Mid-heaven. 

If the Sun is in conjunction with the De- 
scendant, then the vital force will oppose 
the individual instincts. The native will find 
himself through others, but also will risk 
losing his own individuality in others. 

Trines and sextiles of Sun to Ascendant 

will give the power to build with one’s vi- 
tality along the lines of one’s characteristic 
activities. The sextile will imply more 
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routine building through daily activities; 
the trine, building which incorporates a 
larger vision of essentials, 

Much will depend, in every case, in which 
house the Sun is placed. The house itself 
can be subdivided into halves, quarters or 
twelfths; and the sub-location of the Sun 
thus studied. But to do this accurately re- 
quires extra-calculations. The division into 
quarters is often very significant. To do 
so, the number of degrees contained in the 
house can be divided by four. This may not 
be astronomically exact, but we deal here 
with a secondary analysis of primary fac- 
tors which once determined can be con- 
sidered as entities in themselves. 

We now come to an extension of the 
principle of the relationship of Sun to As- 
cendant, which is, let us not forget, of or- 
bital to axial revolution. The latter dis- 
tributes the force of the relationship deter- 
‘mined by the former. This being the case 
one might very well apply the same idea 
to otlier planets beside the Sun; insofar as 
they are considered as symbols of vital 
energies of some sort. Thus the emanation 
of the Moon is distributed by the axial ro- 
tation of the earth, just as that of the Sun. 
‘Lhe difference is however that what is so 
distributed is no longer the ‘quality’ of one 
zodiacal degree (approximately)—the space 
filled by the moving earth on its orbit while 
revolving around its axis—; but the quality 
of approximately 13° 10’ which is the num- 
ber of degrees covered by the daily mean 
motion of the Moon (i.e. while the earth 
completes its axial rotation). 

This would lead us to say that while 
there are 360 or 365 different solar qualities 
possible there are only about 28 different 
lunar qualities. These constitute the 
ancientiy used iunar zodiac and its 28 man- 
sions—a subject of study in itself! These 
360 solar qualities refer to differcnt types 
of individual selfhood. The 28 lunar quali- 
ties refer to different types of ego- 
consciousness. We have seen, in a previous 
article (May 1934), that the Moon sym- 
bolizes the energy of the conscious part of 
the psyche, the energy of those psychic con- 
tents which are related to the ego, i.e. 
which man knows as “his own.” 

This energy is being distributed by the 
axial rotation of the earth, as the solar 
energy is; and thus, by analogy, we can 
€rect a symbolical Cross which will be in 
relation to the Moon’s place as the Cross 
of horizon-meridian is in relation to the 
Sun. Limiting ourselves to considering the 
Ascendant, we may find a point which will 
Stand in relation to the Moon, as the As- 
cendant is to the Sun. In other words we 
can determine the Ascendant of the Moon. 
This point has been used for a long time 
in astrology under the name Pars Fortuna: 


the Part of Fortune. It is found by adding 
the longtitudes of Ascendant and Moon and 
subtracting from the sum—the longitude 
of the Sun. 

If the Ascendant represents the char- 
acteristic activity of the individual selfhood, 
the Part of Fortune will thus symbolize the 
characteristic activity of the conscious ego 
as a dynamic principle. Thus in the “Sabian 
System” “the part of fortune indicates in 
any chart that department of life in which 
or through which the native either expresses 
himself to the best advantage, or is forced 
by life as a whole to express himself.” To 
the term ‘native’ we would merely add, as a 
conscious ego. The Part of Fortune rep- 
resents a- man’s congenital activity, as a 
merely conscious ego—and discounting all 
his deeper intuitions and unconscious or 
super conscious motives. It deals with his 
strictly personal reaction to life, the spon- 
taneous reactions of the conscious personality 
which he has built, or which life has forced 
upon him. 

In medieval astrology the Part of For- 
tune was said to represent ‘wealth’. Alan 
Leo considers it as standing in the same re- 
lationship to the Ascendant, as the Moon 
does to the Sun. As, according to him, 
“the Moon supplies the vehicle for an ex- 
pression of the Solar life, the Part of For- 
tune indicates the pabulum for the suste- 
nance of that general synthesis of the per- 
sonal life controlled by the ascendant.” This 
seems to us to stress wrongly the relation- 
ship and we prefer E. Parker’s interpreta- 
tion of the Part as the point of happiness. 
Where the Part is found, in such a depart- 
ment of life the native will find his happi- 
ness; this, especially, in terms of house po- 
sition. Yet the three interpretations are 
quite definitely related. For man is happy in 
functioning according to his spontaneous 
personal reactions, and both happiness and 
spontaneity of personal reactions are 
usually much involved in money, or at least 
social cooperation and credit (of which 
money is the symbol). 

The value of the Part of Fortune will 
become very clear for instance to anyone 
who has observed individuals having it in 
conjunction with Jupiter or with Saturn. 
Here you have two types of basic conscious 
reactions to life: optimism and pessimism— 
modified as they may be by other factors. 
Here also you have on one hand a tend- 
ency to get credit and social cooperation 
for any personal venture, on the other a 
tendency for the native to be thrown back 
upon himself constantly as if a foreigner in 
a strange land, whose natural conscious re- 
actions to life are unfamiliar and bewilder- 
ing perhaps to the collectivity in which he 
lives. 

The Part of Fortune is only the most 
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known and extensively used of a vast num- 
ber of “parts” which were a feature of 
Arabian astrology. Such “parts” offer a 
most remarkable field for speculation and 
chart-analysis; but their very number, which 
strictly speaking is limitless, makes it diffi- 
cult to select among them those which are 
of really practical vaiue. As we see it, the 
vital significance of some of the “parts” 
comes from the fact that they are Ascen- 
dants of the planets; or at any rate, we 
would put in a special category those 

“parts” which are Ascendants of the planets. 
These derive their value from the most 
uniquely significant relationships existing 
between Sun and Ascendant, that is, beyond 
the two types of motion of the earth. If all 
planets may be considered as agencies 
through which the Sun operates in differen- 
tiated ways, just as all psychological func- 
tions and activities are differentiations of 
the life-force which sustains man, then it 
may be well to say that there is significance 
in points which would bear to the several 
planets, the relation that the Ascendant 
bears to the Sun. Every such planetary As- 
cendant will be seen as indicator of the way 
in which the function symbolized by the 
planet is being distributed over the whole 
humar organism by the daily rotation of 
the earth. 

In other words, what we shall do is to 
create an imaginary horizon, a line of 
awareness, which will serve as a field of 
cognition and distribtuion of the function 
of this planet. We are stressing here par- 
ticularly the Eastern point (or Ascendant) 
of this horizon, but an imaginary meridian 
could just as well be created which would 
have an almost valuable significance. In 
fact every planet could be made the Sun 
of an imaginary wheel, the house cusps of 
which would bear to that planet the same 
relation that the house cusps of the actual 
birth-chart bear individually to the natal 
Sun. 

What this would mean is that a special- 
ized frame-work would be established to 
analyze the nuances of the significance to 
be attributed to the planet in consideration. 
This may not seem practical; yet it is un- 
doubtedly a most interesting thing to do. 
For all practical purposes however it is 
sufficient to find the Ascendants of the 
planets; remembering that they are, in a 
sense, subservient to the actual Ascendant 
of the natal chart. More than this, we find 
that, according to the psychological con- 


ception which divides the total psyche into 
two realms, conscious and unconscious, the 
most important of such symbolic Ascen- 
dants are those which give us data upon the 
characteristic activities of these two realms. 
The Moon’s Ascendant (Part of Fortune) 
tells us about the conscious. 


Uranus’ As- 











cendant will symbolize the most character- 
istic activity of the unconscious. 

In the June issue (1934) of “American 
Astrology” we wrote that Uranus repre- 
sented the projective and image-forming 
power of the unconscious. Through the 
projection into the consciousness (as 
these 


dreams, visions, inspirations) of 
images, Uranus transforms the conscious- 
ness and makes it assimilate contents of 


the Race-mind or universal mind. This ac- 
tion is different from that of the Sun which 
does not project images, but integrative im- 
pulses. The natal Ascendant shows how 
these impulses operate—the first action of 
the first impulse being, one might say, the 
desire to achieve individual existence and 
thus to breathe the first breath; this first 
impulse conditioning all subsequent ones. 
Uranus’ Ascendant shows how the image- 
projecting of the unconscious operates 
within man’s being and destiny. 

We shall call this point the Part of 
Imaging. It is determined by adding the 
longitude of Uranus to that of the Ascen- 
dant and subtracting from the sum the longi- 
tude of the Sun. We write it in a chart in 
the form of a Jerusalem (or potent) Cross. 
Its place by house and sign, and the symbol 
of the degree on which it is posited give the 
most valuable information. Planetary con- 
junctions with and oppositions to it are also 
significant. It is used, in other words, just 
as the Part of Fortune is. 

By putting together the indications given 
by the birth-Ascendant, the Part of For- 
tune and the Part of Imaging one can get 
a very interesting picture of the way in 
which conscious and unconscious are re- 
lated in activity within the whole psyche. 
The difficulty is, of course, that one so 
rarely is absolutely certain of the degree 
rising; and in all such abstract points or 
“parts,” we find that the symbolism of the 
exact degree is usually more significant than 
the position by house and especially by 
sign. This is the reason why we abstain 
from giving many examples. However a 
few may be interesting: 


Queen Victoria had her Part of Imaging 
in conjunction with Neptune in Sagittarius, 
an indicator of expanding social forces and 
collective wholes. She became a symbol 
for her era, a symbol also for the British 
Empire, based on sea-power (Neptune). The 
Hindu patriot, Tilak, who practically 
initiated the movement of Indian indepen- 
dence had his Part of Imaging in the Tenth 
House, in Gemini (he was also a great 
scholar) on a degree symbolizing social un- 
rest and the organization of social elements 
preparatory to the building of a new order. 
Napoleon the First, according to his tradi- 
tional chart, had his Part of Imaging in

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Success Psychology and Sex

In attacking this subject let us first answer 
the objectors who are ready to argue that it 
is no use trying because initiative and enter- 
prise have been smothered and that nothing is 
left to work for but a living minus and a pre- 
carious one at that. Let us accept the obvious 
facts that our social institutions of education, 
religion, and science have failed to produce 
the ideal State, that our economic system is 
merely a device for the promotion of an in- 
dustrial slavery besides which the bond slave 
is a freeman, and finally that our system of 
government has signed its death warrant 
through the induction of its delinquencies into 
national consciousness. The formula in the 
last instance is that that government is doomed 
which makes the people painfully conscious of 
it. Charge it all off and forget it. Then we 
will begin to think straight about the future. 
Time-consciousness or vision will become ac- 
tive through exercise, and history will sur- 
prisingly fail to repeat itself in the evils of 
the past. A new day dawns for every mind 
that embraces this conception, and to whom 
the function of this thesis will appear 

Every one who followed my “KABBALISM 
OF AMERICAN HISTORY” (AMERICAN 
AstroLocy, November 1933 to April 1934 1n- 
clusive) will understand that in the above I 
am thinking in time-values of the seven thou- 
sand years of history which the Western 
Hemisphere is just beginning. The hundred 
years of war which the country enters in 1953 
and the intermediate two decades of prepara- 
tion therefor are but brief moments of time 
when the mighty sweep of the millenniums 
ahead are contemplated. It is of the future 
that we must think, and the Destiny Con- 
sciousness begotten of such thinking will do 
more and faster to cure the ills of the present 
than all the books written since God said “Let 
there be Light.” For a Destiny Consciousness 
is the mightiest power ever to come within 
the human grasp, since it is God in Man at 
work and nothing less. 

The major trouble with our social order is 
that it is designedly kept in confusion as to 
the real values of life. The principle is quite 
appropriately expressed in David Harum’s 
philosophy that a certain quantity of fleas 
were good for a dog to keep him scratching 
and make him forget he was a dog. Ninety- 
nine-and-nine-tenths people out of a hundred 
are spending ninety-nine-and-nine-tenths of 
their time scratching themselves in worry 
over other people’s business. This ranges all 








the way from worrying over the Mikado’s 
baby to worrying over the next door neighbor 
not watering his grass. There is just one 
thing in life for you to worry about, and that 
is how to make the most of yourself without 
hurting someone else. When you succeed at 
that job you have done your bit for the world 
at large, the Mikado’s baby and the neighbor’s 
grass having in the meanwhile done quite well 
without you. And in the end you become an 
Individualist, the highest state that anyone can 
reach on this planet, and reward enough for 
anyone. 

Individualism in the sense used here means 
complete self-sufficiency, wanting nothing 
which you can not pay for and having noth- 
ing that another could take away from you. 
In its ultimate implications it means “free- 
dom,” freedom in which to multiply yourself 
and extend your horizons into infinity. And 
the first condition of this freedom is econo- 
mic. No one who owes another anything can 
then claim to be free. No matter how light 
the obligation it is still rotten stone in the 
foundation of the individualistic structure 
which must be discarded before complete 
freedom therein can be demonstrated. SUC- 
CESS PSYCHOLOGY AND SEX is built 
upon just that philosophy with particular em- 
phasis on the implication of our definition of 
Individualism that no freedom shall be asked 
that you are not willing to give another. This 
is an absolute requirement under the principle 
of wanting nothing that you are not willing 
to pay for, otherwise your title to it would 
never be sound. 

The driving power for success is ambition, 
the essence of ambition is singleness of pur- 
pose, singleness of purpose demands mental 
stability, and in my previous article you have 
seen that mental stability is to be found only 
in the equilibrium of the sex life. Fleeting 
success of sorts (practically all that we know 
of success being this kind) may flare up be- 
fore our view and, rocket-like, leave darkness 
and oblivion behind it. But enduring rock- 
ribbed success is no more possible for a life 
that is sexually chaotic than it is possible to 
build a sky-scraper on quicksand. The heav- 
ing deeps of the emotional waters may de- 
molish it with all the suddenness of the 
lightning or the earthquake, as in the Insull 
case; or more slowly and insidiously eat away 
its foundations as in the case of Woodrow 
Wilson. 

But “what does all this get one?” the finite 
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mind will be prone to ask. The answer is: 
relative success or at least survival for the 
wise on the right hand and annihilation for 


the foolish on the left. In times of crisis 
such as the present the law of survival of the 
fittest works viciously and ruthlessly. The 
Individualist struggles to take care of and 
make the most of himself, fully conscious that 
in so doing he is doing all that is within his 
power for the good of the whole. The Sun 
rises at his crowing on his valley, and with 
Chantecleer he hopes that other good cocks 
are making it rise on all the other valleys of 
the world. That is common-sense and sane 
living through which all reasonable desires 
and aspirations can be realized. But in this 
we must renounce the stock American ideals 
that any boy may become president and ali 
may become rich. That is the bunk which no 
honest mind will for a moment entertain—the 
Individualist never, for he does not want such 
things since it would forfeit his individualism 
which he would not exchange for all the 
power, wealth and glory that the world could 
shower upon him. If this is not enough re- 
ward for any one, let him continue to travel 
with the herd and take the consequences. The 
millions upon millions of allegedly free-born 
Americans who mill around the troughs of 
public charity today tell of as many facts sup- 
porting this that can not be misunderstood. 
Success promised in the Declaration of In- 
dependence of this Country, of life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness is the only kind 
to be thought of in connection with the prin- 
ciples offered herein. To offer any other 
kind in our present-day economics would be 
merely projecting a mirage that would lure its 
follower to destitution and death. The hey- 
day of “get-rich-quick” possibilities has gone 
for many generations if not forever. (See 
my NATIONAL FORECAST, Decade 1933- 
42, page 7, March 1934, American As- 
TROLOGY,) and success hereafter must be en- 
visioned in other values. 

Astrology offers four distinct services in 
the SUCCESS-PSYCHOLOGY of the fu- 
ture: 

It offers the means of re-orientation to those 
born out of season for the longitudes of their 
birth localities. It is now possible to triangu- 
late the geometrical structure of the Person 
with the geometrical structure of environing 
locality, and thereby discover in what respects 
life is frustrated by discords in the angular 
relationship betwen the two. In the same way 
it is possible to discover that locality wherein 
the Person would find success in our definition 
without struggle—where life would be “an 
ecstasy” as Emerson phrased it. Burbank’s 
work furnished an abundance of comparative 
material justifying the application of horticul- 
tural methods to the production of better 
fruitage from the human plant. And most 
every one who has traveled much has had ex- 
periences which tend to confirm the astrologi- 








cal theory that some localities are better for 
one than others. The fact of this has been 
scientifically established and a technic of ap- 
plication has been devised. That life does not 
have to wither and die in a barren locality 
offers hope enough to conquer where it is or 
at least to carry on until the transplantation 
to a better place can be effected. In this we 
— the nuclear dynamics of the victorious 
life 

Next, the New Astrology offers scientific 
standards (meaning catalytic or changeless) by 
which types which should or should not marry 
can be decisively classified. This is the strictly 
scientific approach to the discovery of the 
elements which will be harmonious on the phy- 
sical plane, those which will unite for the 
equilibriation of mind, and finally the combin- 
ing forces which produce of the other two 
that rare attribute which we bandy around as 
“love” of the strictly spiritual plane. Even if 
at the moment this appears an impossible ideal, 
it is nevertheless scientific, hence it cannot be 
other than a worthy, a practical and a realiz- 
able end whatever the centuries of experiment 
required to make it a sociological institution. 

In the third function of astrology we have 
the scientific means of determining when chil- 
dren should be born in a given locality. In 
due course of time this would obviate the 
function of re-orientation, since children 
would be brought into the world of being at 
a season that was harmonious with the vibra- 
tory properties of the locality of birth. The 
time-cycle of locality would be the constant 
with which conception would be coordinated. 
Certainly the procreation of human life de- 
serves the exercise of common sense and the 
lessons of experience to an equal extent at 
least with the planting of crops and the breed- 
ing of animals on the normally progressive 
farm. To deny this is merely to dogmatize 
without a serious hearer. We know that this 
can be done on the testimony of different 
birthcharts in the same locality. These tell us 
what ‘figures coincide with success, with 
failure, with good citizenship, and with crime. 
— foundations for a better race are thus be- 


vAnd finally, astrology gives the plan, the 
map, or blue-print by which the child can be 
managed and reared to enjoy the most useful 
and successful career commensurate with his 
endowments and potentialities. The life and 
works of the founder of Christianity are full 
of allusions to this scheme. The parable of 
the Light under the Bushel, the Pearl of 
Great Price, the Buried Talents, the Laborers 
in the Vineyard, the Marriage Supper, the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and others, more or less 
definitely relate to finding one’s place in the 
Sun, one’s ordained center in the social order, 
one’s career in consonance with his natural 
bent whereby life becomes _* ‘an ecstacy,” all 
finally accomplishing one’s Cosmic duty in the 
evolutionary march of humanity. When strip- 
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ped of their religious corruptions, these glori- 
ous conceptions become the most useful, prac- 
tical, and commonsense guideposts to the 
successful orientation and management of life 
in this body. ‘The after-life can then take care 
of itself, with much value in the forgetting 
of it. 

This is hardly the place, nor does space per- 
mit more than a brief consideration of the 
conditioning factors in the four major spheres 
of astrological service which have been intro- 
duced. : 

Regardless of the prodigious quacking of a 
horde of “psycho-analysts” who sycophantically 
strive to make his rugged philosophy palatable 
to institutional society, the “old master” 
Freud is confirmed by our own formulas in 
his dogged adherence to the doctrine that ab- 
normalities of the sex-life are the primal 
sources of all social mal-adjustment. But we 
go farther in isolating the fact on which he 
stood as the conditioning element in mental 
equilibrium, which in turn is the conditioning 
element of success. In my previous article we 
have seen that the sex-dualism of life pre- 
cludes the development of perfect equilibrium 
in a single form, that marriage is the supreme 
human effort to achieve it, but that faulty 
mating urges never accomplish thereby more 
than a state of compromise within our present 
comprehension. There may be ideal marriages 
here and there about the World, but they are 
accidental for which no scientific theory of ac- 
countability is available to accomplish their 
progressive increase. The first function of 
astrology is, therefore, to normalize adult life 
through re-orientation, thereby relieving the 
warping effect of a discordant environment, 
and reducing the interior sex-deficiency to its 
natural weight. These stages are obviously 
necessary, for it would be building on very 1n- 
secure foundations to seek sex-equilibrium 
through marriage when one or both lives may 
be warped and embittered to some degree by 
being “out of their element” in a discordant 
and unwholesome environment. Life must 
“find its ordained place in the Sun” before it 
can know the nature and weight of interior 
deficiencies for which compensation is to be 
sought. A change of locality changes the out- 
look, introducing new interests, and bringing 
into action new attachments and affinities for 
people. 

The basic principle in determining the har- 
monics of orientation is the triangulation of 
the Form (Person) with the Geocentric 
Angles for the longitude of his locality. The 
secondary principle is the coordination of the 
functional centers of his chart (Planets, 
Moon’s Nodes, and Angles) with the fixed 
stars circling in the latitude of residence. 

In triangulating the Person with his locality 
the first step is to find the Meridian and As- 
cendent of birthplace in the geocentric zodiac 
basing on the Right Ascension of the Meridian 
of Greenwich of 36° 42’ at the Equinox of 





1930, which is established and demonstrated in 
my MAP OF THE WORLD AND THE 
HEAVENS and systematized in its companion 
work, the CYCLIC LOCALITY DIAL. Next 


, 


of course is to determine the “seasonableness’ 
of birth. This is simple the angular relation- 
ship of the natal Sun to the angles of his 
birth locality. Then follows the observation 
and judgment of the aspects to the locality - 
angles of the other bodies of the solar sys 
tem and the Nodes, and the mode of expres 
sion of their respective functions when in such 
aspects. Such a geocentric figure supplies a 
strictly scientific instrument for searching out 
curable defects in the native’s relations with 
environment, and with which the search for 
a more harmonious setting can be intelligently 
pursued. If all astrological knowledge were 
blanked out today we could recover it in a 
surprisingly short time under the guidance of 
these principles. 

The discussion of the secondary principle of 
orientation must be deferred to some future 
time, since the primary step provides plenty 
for us to do for a long time to come. 

_The function of astrology in marriage is a 
vital and a complicated one. Since marriage 
is life’s supreme effort to develop power for 
success through the attainment of equilibrium 
of the dual sex nature, we are confronted with 
the activity of the sex life on three planes of 
manifestation: the physical, the mental, and 
the spiritual. These are objectively differ- 
entiated in our divorce courts in grounds for 
divorce: Infidelity (physical), persecution 
and cruelty (mental,) and incompatibility of 
temperament, meaning divergent aspirations 
and ambitions (spiritual.) The contact be- 
tween the sexes begins with the physical, 
makes or breaks on the mental plane, and 
reaches its supreme expression on the spiritual 
level as Love. It is therefore seen to be illogi- 
cal to confuse Love with any other affinitive 
demonstration before the Union has made 
good on the two lower planes. It is a progres- 
sive process entirely, impossible of coincidenial 
fulfillment. The twain must blend through 
growth. 

Too little is known about the astrology of 
marriage to lay down any hard and fast rules 
for selectivity between the sexes at this junc- 
ture. However a few generalizations may be 
advanced. Subject to proparatory education 
of the parties in all the implications of “give 
and take,” compromise, and tolerance, between 
the opposite diametrically different types, de- 
grees of the zodiac are the ideal matings. The 
fundamental defense of this conception of this 
ideal in sex-coordination is that the “twain are 
made one” in having the same Ascendents and 
Meridians by geocentric methods, and the axis 
of potentially perfect equilibrium between 
their spiritual urges as defind by their oppos- 
ing Sun degrees. Here we have unity of the 
physical in the same Ascendent operating 
through the positive and negative sexes; we 
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have singleness of purpose or the oneness of 
mind in their aims and ambitions to rise in 
the world evidenced by their mutual Meridian 
degree; and the axis of their Suns provides 
a perfect medium for the oscillation of their 
spiritual urges from viewpoints which enable 
them to encompass the circle of truth in their 
perceptions from which the supreme power of 
life is derived, the attribute which we now 
dimly conceive of as Love. However, as stated 
before, the success of such a union depends on 
the thorough understanding of their dia- 
metrically opposed inspirational (spiritual) 
urges and the acute differences common to 
such a union of forces. But identically the 
same combination of positive and negative 
impulses comprise the root dynamics of ali 
mechanically generated power—steam, internal 
combustion, electric generator, and even the 
water-wheel—all are quite analagous to hu- 
man lives coupled as we have described. 
There is one other measurably known factor, 
after which we enter a speculative field which 
only tireless research can develop. This other 
factor is the axis formed by the Moon’s 
Nodes which may be accepted as the axis of 
the Person’s integration with the social mass, 
and, since every one is a member atom of 
some cell, molecule, and tissue of the social 
body, the contacts formed by these points are 
of the most critical importance in uniting 
charts. To the North Node we attribute the 
function of Assimilation, and to the South 
that of Elimination. The North builds up and 
nourishes, the South tears down and blights 
any functional center of the chart with which 
they are in conjunction. This holds for in- 
dividual as well as combining charts. There 
seems to be few if any compensating elements 
for the union of two charts, either or both of 
whose South Nodes conjoin a_ functional 
center of the other. Such center will re- 
ceive the sewage of life through the afflicting 
node and thereby poison its social function as 
far as it is influential. Recently I have seen 
a chart in which the South Node came be- 
tween the Natal Moon and Sun, the Moon 
applying with ten degree interval. History 
held that the mother hated the father of her 
child, hence it was fed on hate rather than 
parental love with blighting consequences on 
its after life from a starved heart. The direc- 
tion of the Scuth Node to the Meridian has 
shown up in several recent cases of utterly 
spoiled careers only to be retrieved in a radi- 
callv different locality; to the Ascendent the 
South Node brings morbid health conditions, 
unpopularity and scandal on exciting direc- 
tions; and so around the planetary chain the 
South Node dumps the garbage of life on the 
functional center it conjoins and brings about 
the prostitution or perversion of it. Where 
appearing in existing unions the only cure is 
in the recognition of the presence of the con- 
dition, and earnestly and intelligently exercis- 
ing the normal function of the afflicted center. 


' Otherwise it is best to separate. 








The exact 
opposite holds for the North Node. Any 
center which it conjoins flourishes and multi- 
plies in power without end. 

In its third function astrology is Success- 
Psychology is not so complicated. The general 
rule is that child-bearing should be coordinated 
with the Geocentric Time-Cycle of the birth- 
locality. It appears to be best that birth should 
take place a little after noon Geocentric Time, 
i.e. when the Sun is a bit East of the Meri- 
dian of locality on the Ecliptic. However, no 
hard and fast rules governing this need be con- 
sidered at this time. Next in order of their 
values are the oppositions, then the signs East 
and in trine or sextile to the locality Meridian. 
Thus Aquarius 20 is the best birthday for New 
York City, next Leo 20 (Hoover and Roose- 
velt are near examples of such births,) then 
Gemini 20, and lastly Aries. The movements 
and positions of the other bodies, particularly 
the slow ones, and especially the Moon’s 
Nodes, during the proposed period of gesta- 
tion and as configured at the Form-Interval 
(the Geoceniric birth moment) of birth, must 
be carefully coordinated and synthesized be- 
fore the year of so all important an event 
can be intelligently chosen. 

Astrology in vocational guidance is con- 
cerned principally with the 10th, 6th, and 2nd 
houses in that exact order. The Meridian de- 
gree, geocentrically, of the natal chart appears 
to be the inexorable Law of Career, the 6th 
house of Labor is the enforcing medium of it, 
and the 2nd house of wealth its material re- 
wards. We find the symbol of this in the 
evolutionary trine (the upward pointing angic 
of the familiar interlaced triangles of involu- 
tion and evolution) formed by the Earth signs 
of the natural zodiac. In the symbology of 
this we may discover the orderly processes by 
which the Divine command (Gen. 1, 28) “Be 
fruitful, multiply, replenish the earth, and 
subdue it.” is to be performed. 

As this point we encounter a peculiar ob- 
stacle to efficient work in this sphere of 
astrological service. In its previously dis- 
cussed functions, dealing principally with the 
triangulation of the Form, this difficulty af- 
fected only the Ascendent and that in a techni- 
cal way which will have to be described at 
another time. This troublesome factor arises 
from the Precession of the Equinoxes which 
has separated the signs and their constellations 
some twenty-seven degrees. The importance 
of this is a tremendously controversial subject 
of which there is little general understanding 
and much less agreement at the present time. 
But this article would not be complete or 
properly effective without the mention of it, 
for its significance impacts this function of 
astrology with terrific force. The questions 
involving it here are: Is your Ascendent in 
the sign Aquarius or in the constellation of 
Capicorn?; is your Meridian in Sagittarius or

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Virgo The Virgin 


Divine Mother of the Race 


Each: Zodiacal Symbol is properly an 
ideograph or ideogram (ideagram) similar 
to a musical note and like. Music Zodiacal 
symbology does constitute a universal lan- 
guage which by the law of correspondence 
may be translated into the terms of any 
form of concrete existence, and may be used 
to reveal the basic truth underlying any sys- 
tem of Philosophy or Religion to say noth- 
ing of an elucidation of the mystery of Life 
itself. Every system of Philosophy or Re- 
ligion is merely an attempt to express a 
Spiritual fact which is already expressed in 
the best possible form in the most perfect 
system of Symbology in existence—Astrol- 
ogy. In this Mystic Circle he who has an 
understanding heart as well as a thinking 
Mind may indeed read a strange and won- 
derful story,—the story of Man’s evolution 
past and future—a story—of what in the 
words of Max Heindel is “a long and won- 
drous journey from the clod to the God, 
from protoplasm to conscious Unity with 
the Father.” 


“That far-off divine event 
To which all creation moves.” 


Virgo is a derivation of a Greek word 
meaning Virgin and this sign symbolizes 
the VIRGIN MOTHER who in all reli- 
gions has immaculately conceived and given 
birth to the WORLD SAVIOUR or per- 
fected Man who then stands forth as the 
PERSONAL manifestation of a DIVINE 
IMPERSONALITY and represents the 
highest ideal of mankind. This story of 
supernatural conception by a Virgin called 
parthogenesis or immaculate conception is 
of course purely allegorical and is designed 
to illustrate a process of Spiritual Creation 
or re-birth which must be the experience of 
not only the entire Race but of each 
individual before the Immortal Spirit may 
come forth as'a self conscious Being and 
personal individualized Creative center for 
the Universal and Impersonal Creative 
Power who is referred to “THE 
FATHER.” 

This represents the culmination: of a 
lengthy evolutionary process and is not re- 
vealed by the symbolism of one sign alone 
but is rather symbolized in its various stages 
by the entire Zodiac—each sign representing 
only one step on the path. This particular 
sign, Virgo, is concerned principally with 
the process of PURIFICATION which 
must precede the Divine Union hence 





PURITY, and SERVICE as the means by 
which purity of Soul is attained, are ac- 
cepted as the key-words of this sign. 

There is a long process of evolution leads 
ing up to this particular stage represented 
by Virgo which is aptly symbolized in 
Mythological lore by the God Vulcan—a 
cunning Worker in Metals who in his forge 
refined his materials, burned away the dross 
and out of the refined materials wrought 
wonderful creations—forms which had the 
power of Life and motion—chairs and tables 
which moved of their own volition in re- 
sponse to the spoken word of their Creator. 
In the doctrine of the Rosicrucians we are 
told of a Stage in the development of 
Human Consciousness to be attained dur- 
ing a Day of Manifestation far in the future 
when Man will possess an OBJECTIVE 
SELF-CONSCIOUS CREATIVE CON-: 
SCIOUSNESS which is a state of develop- 
ment so far in advance of the present that 
we can have little comprehension of what it 
implies—by WE of course is implied the 
average Human of the present period when 
man is merely objectively conscious. There 
are it is believed advanced Souls who have 
thru the process of INITIATION attained 
this Vulcan consciousness but they are on 
a level little lower than that of a God. 
There are at the present time individuals at 
various stages in the evolutionary process. 
All the stages represented by the various 
signs of the Zodiac have been realized at 
various times by certain individuals but of 
the Race as a whole it may be judged that 
it is yet far from having realized the Ideals 
of even this Sixth sign Virgo and has at 
least six more to pass thru each represent- 
ing ages of Manifestation. 

The fires in the forge of Vulcan may be 
the symbol of the FIRE of THOUGHT 
whereby Man ANALYZES himself and his 
environment thru the use of a developed 
Faculty of Discrimination eliminates what 
is non-essential to his Spiritual purpose and 
having thus brought his Mind and Soul 
to the necessary degree of Purity super- 
natural conception of his Spiritual Self (The 
Son of Man) may take place, however; 
Virgo is merely concerned with the refining 
process; the actual act of Spiritual Gener- 
ation and RE-GENERATION is expressed 
in another Sing Scorpio of which we will 
have more to say later. 

Virgo alone represents the Divine Mother 
of the Spiritual Man which Virgin Mother 
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is a Mind and Soul purified by meditation 
and unselfish Service to the point where it 
is receptive to the Divine Impulse from 
within and in due time “The Father” comes 
forth in the person of his “Son” who can 
then say truthfully “I and my Father are 
one” and as a worker of miracles, “not I, 
but the Father in me, he doeth the works.” 

The entire process of Evolution is quite 
graphically symbolized in the Hebrew Bible 
(Old and New Testament) wherein the 
Spiritual Evolution of Man is dramatized. 
Commencing with the Creation story. of 
Genesis the Old Testament takes us thru 
evolution of Man up to the advent of the 
Virgin Mother with the beginning of the 
New Testament which then takes up the de- 
velopment of the Spiritual Man in the per- 
son of Christ; his Life and ministry, and 
depicts what must be experienced by the 
regenerated Adam up to and including the 
Crucifixion which is the last step on the 
path of the Father’s House and is symbol- 
ized by the sign Pisces—the last of the 
twelve. In the Bible however, we _ find 
Allegories within allegories. Not only is the 
entire work an Allegory on a grand scale 
using the Jews as a background for the pic- 
ture and as Actors in the Drama but we 
can also learn more of the details of this 
complete process of Initiation from a study 
of certain sections wherein what is depicted 
on a large scale in the entire Story is re- 
peated on a smaller scale over a more limited 
period. Thus in the Book of Exodus we read 
of the Bondage of the Israelites to the 
Egyptians; of their flight from Egypt and 
experiences while on the way to the 
Promised Land. Here we find a more or 
less detailed account of what must be ex- 
perienced by each individual on his way to 
the Promised Land of Spiritual Liberation. 
The Israelites in Bondage symbolize the 
Human Soul in Bondage to the Material 
world of Sense and Desire and in the person 
of Moses we again have a picture of the 
Spiritually regenerated Man coming forth as 
the Spiritual prototype of his people and 
destined to lead them out of bondage. The 
Birth and Parentage of Moses in its essen- 
tial details bears a striking resemblance to 
the Nativity of Jesus with this difference 
that Moses was found by the Daughter of 
Pharoah and the identity of both Parents 
remained a Mystery but in this also was 
the theory of supernatural parentage ad- 
hered to. The discovery of the infant Moses 
afloat on the waters of the Nile may be 
correlated with the sign of the Immaculate 
Virgin—the sacred River symbolizing the 
Divine Mother of the Regenerate Man. It 
is probable that the Daughter of Pharaoh 
might have thrown more light upon the 
matter of Moses’ Parentage and the cir- 
cumstances of his birth had she chosen to 
do so but that would be a matter of history 






and quite an unimportant detail as far as 
the Allegorical implications are concerned, 
The cross references in these two stories 
are innumerable and the connections that 
might be established with the various other 
religious allegories bearing on the Virgin 
Motherhood of the Divine in Man might 
prove very interesting but would involve 
going into greater detail than the limits 
of this article will permit. This however is 
not a matter that concerns one sign alone. 
It is a story continued throughout the en- 
tire Zodiac and more of these details may 
be brought out in subsequent articles deal- 
ing with the other signs. 

_The lessons most important to each indi- 
vidual which are to be learned from an 
Esoteric study of the Zodiac may be best 
understood by the application of the Univer- 
sal to his personal Life. The significant fact 
in all this is that the process of evolution 
to be experienced by the entire Race as 
depicted in the Biblcal Allegory and in the 
Myths and Legends of all people beginning 
with the Creation of the first Man (Adam) 
and ending with the Death and Resurrection 
of the World Saviour (The Christ)—the 
regenerated Man—must be an inner ex- 
perience of each individual. This idea is 
clearly expressed by Angelus Silesius thus: 


“Tho Christ a thousand times in 
Bethlehem be born, 

And not within thyself thy soul will 
be forlorn 

The Cross on Golgotha thou look- 
est to in vain 


Unless WITHIN THYSELF it be 


set up again.” 

The entire Zodiac symbolizes therefore a 
process of individual Evolution and consti- 
tutes a complete formula for Initiation, each 
sign representing a definite stage on the 
path. The entire road may be travelled 
slowly or quickly and might be covered in 
one lifetime, possibly, according to the 
amount of effort put forth by the individual 
in question but there are no short-cuts and 
none of the steps may be omitted. The les- 
son symbolized by each of the twelve signs 
must be learned and the only proof of 
mastery of any one of them is in a certain 
realization that comes only from within. 
THE HEART KNOWS. Realization is 
understanding and to understand is TO BE 
—(not merely intellectually know)—a truth 
and not any amount of intellectual sophistry 
can prove the result otherwise than it is, 
for it is results that count and we are self- 
judged by our own inner experiences. 

The lesson of Virgo is Service—UN- 
SELFISH SERVICE and the degree to 
which this is practiced is the test of the 
degree of realization and the end to be 
attained is PURITY—purity of Soul. To 
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serve is to GIVE—FREELY—without 
thought of return. This quality of giving is 
beautifully expressed by Lowell in his 
poetic expression of the legend of Sir 
Launfal: 


“Not what we give but what we 
share 

For the gift without the Giver is 
bare.” 


and again he has the transfigured Christ say 
to the repentant Knight: 


“Who gives himself with his alms 
feeds three 

Himself his hungering neighbor and 
M eg 


When the Soul is thus purified it is ready 
to become the Virgin Mother of the Christ 
within which brings us then to the next 
sign Libra, symbolical of the Mystic Mar- 
riage followed by the act of Spiritual re- 
generation in Scorpio which in terms of 
physical body is the symbol of the Genera- 
tive system and the generative act—here 
the purified Soul, receptive to the Divine 
impulses from within surrenders to the Will 
of God, conceives the Spiritual Self who 
after a period of gestation corresponding to 
the ninth sign Sagittarius is born in the 
tenth sign Capricorn matures thru the 
eleventh sign, Aquarius then completes his 
mission and is crucified in the mystic twelfth 
sign, Pisces to be resurrected again in Aries 
the sign of the Vernal Equinox which marks 
the beginning of the new cycle of evolution.

Scorpio?; is your Sun in Capricorn or Sagit- 
tarius?; and are the other bodies actually 
operative from their sign positions or from 
twenty-seven degrees back of them in the 

zodiac of the constellations? 

Personal history must confirm your chart 
before it is valid as a basis for planning and 
conducting the future. Is your life more or 
less understandable when astrologically read 
to the sign degree of the Sun or to the place 
it finds when converted into its corresponding 
degree in the constellations? That is an ele- 
mental and convincing test which any one can 
apply. ‘ 

The entire value of SUCCESS-PSY- 
CHOLOGY depends in the ultimate on read- 
ing these basical factors correctly, for ob- 
viously it would be building on falsework to 
endeavor to express a Capricornian Sun if 
you were in fact a Sagittarrian. In a cosmic 
sense it would be a masquerade with heart- 
ache, failure, or at best a compromise as the 
reward of it.

HITLER 


We have received so many letters from 
students expressing gratitude for our con- 
firmation of their own conclusion in regard 
to Hitler’s horoscope that we are impelled 
to make further comment regarding certain 
additional features of this chart.

Please do not infer from our lack of 
agreement on this point that we necessarily 
always disagree with Doctor Gordon, but 
Hitler has been a great favorite with us ever 
since he refused to die last year and fulfill 
a prediction of ours. We are of the opinion 
that if Hitler safely passes the crisis due 
in October of this year (which we consider 
probable) his danger in the spring months 
will be considerably minimized. However, 
we understand that several other Astrolog- 
ical predictions of his downfall have been 
published, but I can’t see where they get it. 
Of course, we live and learn and never more 
than by our mistakes and if Hitler should 
fall and break his political neck that will be 
just another lesson for “yours truly”—but 








I shudder when I think of 
some of those due predictions coming true. 
In our December 1933 issue page 4 
(Around the World—sub- title Europe) and 
again in our April 1934 issue page 16 we 
called attention to a basic relationship exist- 
ing between Hitler and Mussolini. For a 
while this spring it looked as though these 
two were going to strike up a fast friend- 
ship, but the basic enmity between these 
two charts was eventually manifested in July 
and now we read from a recent issue of a 
local paper “Premier Mussolini of Italy now 
one of the bitterest foes of Hitler has an- 
nounced the intended expenditure of more 
than 1,500,000,000 Lira (about $27,500,000) 
for increased armaments.” All it needed 
was for those two to meet personally in 
order for that enmity to become conscious. 
We are of the opinion that Mussolini would 
like to see Hitler out of his way. Hitler 
may be an obstacle in the path of the im- 
perialistic ambitions of the Italian dictator. 
If Il Duce fears any man living that man 
must be Hitler—fears him while at the same 
time holding for him a certain contempt— 
a dangerous mixture, but dangerous princi- 
pally to Mussolini. A strange “drama indeed 
is being played on the stage of European 
Politics and when Saturn opposes Neptune 
in 1936 this will probably reach a climax. 
At this point it is pertinent to quote from 
our May 1933 issue of American Astrology 
page 2—relative to the opposition of Saturn 
and Neptune in March 1936—SATURN and 
NEPTUNE come to a death grip (opposi- 
tion) in the spring months of 1936—that my 
friends, will not be any sham battle, and we 
may not have much warning of what is to 
happen until it is too late to avert disaster. 
This will not be a battle of words. Both 
of these Planets (Saturn and Neptune) are 
remarkably cold and silent; yet neverthe- 
less sinister and deadly in their wrath. Two 
mighty wrestlers locked in deadly embrace, 
each straining silently but intensely for a 
“hold.” In Mythology we find a fitting sym- 
bol of this configuration in legend of Lac- 
coon and his two sons, meeting their death 
within the coils of two mighty serpents. 
Those who desire a better understanding of 
this aspect might profitably study that 
legend. It is no doubt significant that Lac- 
coon was also a Priest of Neptune and met 
a tragic fate—the common fate of those 
who “Know too much.” This opposition 
of 1936 is particularly significant and sinis- 
ter because of the signs involved. We have 
an opposition of Saturn and Neptune every 
37 years. The one next preceding this forth- 
coming opposition was in November, 1899. 
The majority of our readers will be able 
to classify that period quite easily—bear- 
ing in mind, of course, that Major aspects 
are not limited in effect to the year and 
month when the aspect may be exact. The 
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influence usually extends over a period of 
3, 4, or even 5 years. Again in 1862 there 
was an opposition of Saturn and Neptune 
which marked another tragic period with 
our own President Lincoln, (who had these 
two planets in conjunction in his Birth 
chart) playing the leading role in the 
Drama. Moving still farther back we come 
to 1825, when the signs Gemini and Sagit- 
tarius were involved, a configuration which 
was very similar to that of 1899. Again in 
1788 we find an opposition of these two 
planets involving the signs Taurus and Scor- 
pio. We could have expected this to pro- 
duce a “Reign of Terror.” An opposition of 
these two Planets seems always to be as- 
sociated with INTOLERABLE TYRAN- 
NY in some form, which is snortly followed 
by a ghastly reaction. This aspect in it- 
self does not apparently indicate the actual 
conflict but rather marks the highest degree 
of OPPRESSION—the “last straw” that 
breaks the back of the camel. We do not, 
therefore, definitely predict the outbreak of 
a War in 1936 but we do believe that at 
that time the War Clouds will be gathering 
rapidly. The ominous rumbling of the ap- 
proaching storm will be heard distinctly and 
may be accepted as a reliable indication of 
a conflict close at hand. 

It is probable that the conflict may not 


_ spread to U.S. until later though by 1941 there 


are indications of a grave crisis, but of this 
more later. 

We might add that forces directed to the 
fulfillment of this Saturn-Neptune opposi- 
tion are likely to come into evidence im- 
mediately upon the transit of Saturn into 
Pisces in February 1935. 


HOOVER 


The Solar eclipse of August 10th could be 
expected to be particularly effective in the 
lives of those whose birthdates fall on or 
close to August 10th or February 14 or 
such as may have planets close to the 17th 
or 25th degree of Leo or Aquarius. 

Among these we find Ex-president Hoov- 
er, born August 10th, 1874, 4:05 a. m., West 
Branch, Iowa. We are impelled to speculate 
upon the profitable result in this instance. 

There are certain features in the applica- 
tion of this Eclipse to Mr. Hoover’s chart 
that seem to be of special significance. It 
not only conjuncts his natal Sun, but is 
also on his ascendant close to his Natal 
Uranus and opposition his Natal Saturn. 
This last acquiring additional power from 
the fact that the transiting Saturn also op- 
posed the Eclipse furthermore it is worthy 
of note that the transiting Uranus is now 
conjunct Mr. Hoover’s Neptune in his mid- 
heaven. Finally to review Mr. Hoover's 
progressions we find him coming under a 
progressed Lunation which is also an eclipse 
(Progressed Moon conjunct and_ parallel 











progressed Sun) in 17 degrees Libra. Exact 
next year (1935). Our conclusions would 
be that the transit of Mars through Libra, 
December 1934 to July 1935 would mark 
a very critical period in such a planetary 
pattern and at those times when Mars ap- 
proaches the 17th degree of Libra, January 
April and July 1935 would be most signifi- 
cant. 


HYPOTHETICAL PLANETS 


Question: Has there been any attempt 
by investigators to prove that Virgo is not 
ruled by Mercury, or Taurus by Venus? Al- 
though the two planets may be very strong 
in those signs, I just can’t see how they 
can .be said to “rule” those two signs (as 
WELL as their probable “home signs” 
Libra and Gemini) UNLESS Venus hap- 
pens to be IN Taurus or Mercury in Virgo. 
My theory is one “powerful” planet per 
sign and the ‘scope should be read with 
this view, when relating houses to each 
other, by planet and sign being in different 
houses, is my idea. 

Answer: There have been such attempts 
to discount these rulerships. Notable Isa- 
belle Pagan in your remarkable work “Pio- 
neer to Poet” gave “Vulcan” as the ruler 
of Virgo; “Pluto” as the Ruler of Scorpio 
and to “Vesta” was assigned the rulership 
of Taurus. It is worthy of note that at the 
time Miss Pagan published this work. Pluto 
had not yet been discovered or its existence 
more than vaguely suspected in fact. The 
birthdate of Isabelle Pagan might be of in- 
terest to our Readers—we understand that 
she was born in Scotland December 8th, 
1868 with Cancer Ascending. 

Vulcan is, of course, purely a hypothetical 
planet postulated by Astronomers to ac- 
count for certain irregularities in the orbit 
of Mercury, but the orbit of Vulcan—grant- 
ing that such a planet exists, is so close to 
the Sun that the Planet itself is quite in- 
visible. There is an ephemerts for Vulca> 
available (obtainable at any Astrological 
supply house) but generally speaking it may 
be placed quite close to the Sun since it is 
never more than a few degrees removed 
from that body Vesta is one of the Aster- 
oids—a number of small (dead) planets or 
Planetoids which move in an orbit between 
that of Mars and Jupiter. They are of vary- 
ing sizes and mostly quite irregular in shape 
believed to be portions of shattered planet 
that had the misfortune to collide with some 
other heavenly body. However that may 
be while we accept Vulcan as the Ruler of 
Virgo and Pluto as the Ruler of Scorpio we 
incline to accept the Earth itself as the 
Ruler of Taurus. We agree with you that 
the double rulership is in our opinion unsat- 
isfactory. 

Question: Please state if there is any 
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real foundation for the ancient theory that 
Mercury and Venus rule two signs each. 
Please say if there are any hypothetical 
which would seem strongly to rule either 
Virgo or Taurus, which I understand are 
not ruled by Mercury and Venus. 

Has any progress or recognition and in- 
vestigation been given “Lillith’ (2nd Earth 
Moon) mentioned in Sepharial’s “Science of 
Fore-knowledge.” Also say something about 
“Tsis” and please state your opinion of prob- 
ability or possibility of Earth ruling a sign. 
Say Taurus. 

Answer: With regard to hypothetical 
planets we refer you to our answer to a 
similar question above. 

We do not know of any reliable data re- 
garding Lillith, but would be inclined to 
question the significance of this body. After 
all, we have plenty of factors to study now 
let us master what we have. 

Carter in his “Concise Encyclopedia of 
Psychological Astrology” speaks of an ex- 
tra Neptunian planet “Isis” which was esti- 
mated to move about one degree per year 
and in 1886 was in the first degree of 
Pisces. He mentioned it as probably an im- 
portant factor in our modern scientific age. 


JUPITER 


Question: What could one expect when 
Jupiter is in the Twelfth House (Neptune)? 

Answer: Much would depend on the sign 
in which Jupiter might be and the House 
ruled by Jupiter in the individual chart. It 
would tend to focus the affairs of these two 
Houses in the twelfth department, placing 
such matters under g veil of Neptunian mys- 
ticism and idealism—making their activities 
in some way secret—purely a private or per- 
sonal matter. 

Generally speaking, the twelfth house is 
the department whence cometh “Divine 
Protection”—or condemnation. We have 
noticed that as a rule the people with Jupi- 
ter in the twelfth have a sort of “Last min- 
ute luck.” They frequently find themselves 
right at the edge of the precipice but in 
some miraculous manner are pulled back,— 
just in time to avert disaster. 

You should read, study and memorize the 
23rd psalm, it has a special significance for 
the twelfth house Jupiter. 


NEPTUNE 


Question: I would like to ask you about 
the Mars-Neptune trine, opposition Saturn, 
I have heard that the Mars-Neptune trine is 
good, indicating genius. In my horoscope 
I have Mars in 1 degree Libra, trine Nep- 
tune 3 degrees Gemini, but opposed by Sat- 
urn in 2 degrees Virgo—Saturn being in the 
10th house, Neptune in 7th. Would the 
Saturn 10th house, opposition to Neptune 
7th house indicate an unhappy marriage? 






would the fact that Mars is trine Neptune 
assist any? 

Answer: It is incorrect to attribute any 
such specific influence to a planet or aspect. 
We cannot say that this or that configura- 
tion indicates a happy or unhappy marriage. 
It merely means that certain conditions 
must be complied with as indicated by the 
planet involved and when these require- 
ments are met the results are satisfactory 
in the natural course of events. A person 
who has Neptune in the seventh must study 
and understand the Law of Neptune and 
apply it to the marriage relationship, then it 
may grant ideal happiness. For an analysis 
of a Seventh House Neptune, you are re- 
ferred to the General Forecast for Pisces in 
the March 1934 issue of American Astrology 
wherein we analyzed the effect upon Pisces 
of the transiting Neptune in Virgo—seventh 
House (Solar) for Pisces. The basic in- 
terpretation therein given may be applied to 
any seventh House Neptune. In this case 
Saturn squaring Neptune from the 10th 
would make the constructive expression of 
Neptune very difficult unless a definite 
choice were made between two alternative 
courses of action. This aspect calls for great 
self denial in one of two ways—It is clearly 
a case of marriage or career, one or the other 
would have to be renounced and the effect of 
the Mars trine would be to throw the emphasis 
upon Neptune so that in the natural course of 
events marriage would probably be chosen in 
which case the ambitious urges of that tenth 
house Saturn would have to be definitely 
squelched in a personal sense and applied to the 
advantage.of the Partner. This calls for com- 
plete abnegation of self in the interests of 
the marriage partner, but this does not 
mean that you have to run his life for him. 
Saturn is the fellow who does things TO 
you under the mistaken impression that he 
is doing them FOR you. “This hurts me 
as much as it hurts you” and “This is all 
for your good”—you know the old gag. To 
put it briefly a tyrannical attitude on your 
part might ruin what might otherwise be 
an ideally happy marriage. Saturn in Virgo 
square Neptune in Gemini could be an in- 
corrigible nag, but just how much of this 
might apply in an individual case would 
depend on the ascendant and its ruler. 


NEPTUNE 


Question: What would be the probable re- 
sult with Mars, Mercury, Neptune and Sun 
(in the order named) in the 10th House? 
Wouldn’t this tend to be a confusing in- 
fluence? 

We understand that an affilicted Neptune 
in 10th, causes “public disgrace and down- 
fall.” Please illuminate further. 


In the case of this native, the 10th House 
Neptune seems to be the predominating in- 
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fluence—There seems to be, however, sud- 
den culminations of effort rrom time to 
time, due to what it pleases him to label as 
subtle disgrace, certainly nothing definite. 
This does not discourage the native, how- 
ever, and after a short cessation he begins 
anew, and plunges into further mental and 
EMOTIONAL excesses. Is there any 
chance that an afflicted Neptune can grant 
his Neptunian ambition because of the Sun 
perhaps raising the standard, or would it 
be wiser for him follow the best aspected 
planet in this House? 

It is strange that the most afflicted planet 
in the House should also be the most com- 
pelling. We do not understand this, being 
of the opinion that the best aspected planets 
had the greatest attraction for their natives. 


Answer: Mars, Mercury, Neptune and the 
Sun in this order might be interpreted as 
indicating that the native would Act first 
and think afterwards, get himself involved 
in a Neptunian web of intrigue, but after 
passing through his Gethsemane, finally ar- 
rive at his true objective. The trouble here 
may be that before completing the cycle he 
may become confused or dismayed and turn 
back without seeing the thing thru in which 
case, of course, he would have to start all 
over again. 

The “subtle disgrace” you speak of is, 
ef course, distinctly Neptunian, but may be 
much less serious than it appears to be. It 
seems to be the peculiar destiny of those 
who fall under the spell of Neptune (even 
though it be well aspected) to be subjected 
to heart-breaking experiences, discourage- 
ments, disillusionment and humiliation. Yet 
those who stand the test and keep faith 
with themselves are rewarded proportion- 
ately. Jesus the Christ Herald of the 
Piscean Age is the classic example, those 
who can “walk in his steps” have nothing to 
fear from Neptune, but—who can? That is 
a large order. In any case, this planet calls 
for unswerving Faith that can only be born 
of purity and unselfishness. He who would 
not suffer from the refined cruelty of Neptune 
must “avoid even the appearance of evil.” 
There is not a more exacting God than Nep- 
tune—not excepting Pluto—These two must 
have been twins—they have so much in 
common. However ,Pluto kills but Neptune 
lets his victim live—and suffer—the Plane- 
tary Ruler of the “Inquisition.” We have 
had occasion to study this planet from many 
angles in various past issues of American 
Astrology it is unnecessary to go into this 
in detail here. We hope we have said 
enough to suggest a way in which this per- 
son may realize his Neptunian ambitions. 
The standard must and can be raised, “He 
stoops to conquer’—He who would be 
greatest among you let him first become the 
servant of all.” 








It is not so strange that the most afflicted 
planet in a chart should be tne most power- 
ful or most obvious. People who are most 
successful as a rule have most heavily af- 
flicted charts. Adverse aspects are aspects 
of Achievement. Such people are driven 
by the necessity for finding a solution tor 
personal problems that give them no peace, 
to do things, and in their search for Peace 
and Happiness they incidently accomplish 
much. Trines and sextiles are aspects of 
happiness but happy people do not achieve, 
the incentive is not there. 


Question: I am sure that I am not the 
only one of your readers who was impressed 
by the emphasis placed upon the significance 
of a conjunction of Mars and Neptune in 
your “Man of Destiny” article a few issues 
ago. I am enclosing a chart that I en- 
countered about a year ago. In the light of 
your “Man of Destiny” significance to Mars. 
conjunct Neptune, an already -interesting 
First House in this chart assumes even 
greater importance, for the triad Mars-Mer- 
cury-Neptune is the actual focal point of 
every other planet and every aspect in the 
chart. The person whose chart this is, is 
quite radical in his view, is a deep student, 
and is very philosophical, but up to the pres- 
ent has shown no signs of being a “Man 
of Destiny.” Perhaps you might like to 
make some comments on the significance of 
Mars-Neptune in this chart in an early issue 
for the benefit of myself and I am sure sev- 
eral other readers, who have been impressed 
—and perhaps concerned by the emphasis 
you placed on the significance of this as- 
pect. 


Answer: It would be difficult to say any- 
thing definite or really instructive in re- 
gard to this case without a detailed study 
of the chart in question. Of course, not 
every one who has this aspect is necessarily 
destined for a public career. We know sev- 
eral people, apparently of the average type, 
who have it, of course, much depends upon 
the particular aspects which the conjunction 
may receive from other planets and the 
House position. You maintain that in this 
instance the conjunction occurs in the 
FIRST HOUSE—I would want to be very 
sure of that, but this brings us to the old 
chestnut—the Birth Hour and Rising Sign 
and we won’t go into that—now. 

Speaking of “great men” it would seem 
probable that there may be certain impon- 
derable and as yet undetermined factors in- 
volved in this Heredity is a factor that can- 
not be ignored and with which must be con- 
sidered the influence of this individual en- 
vironment subsequent to birth particularly 
during infancy. An Astrologer who merely 
reads the Birthchart as an abstract pattern 
of tendency and ability without taking cog- 
nizance of these other environmental fac- 
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tors cannot hope to arrive at a just estimate 
of the personality under consideration. They 


are not readine a person, but merely a 
mathematical equation that would as such, 
apply equally well to a barrel of applest 
Our system of calculating the ascendant 
from the Mother’s birthdate—see page 57 
of the November 1933 issue of American 
Astrology—is an attempt to orientate the 
chart to the hereditary pattern and witH 
this we have had considerable success, al- 
though it is as yet admittedly incomplete 
since the law by which the paternal influ- 
ence is correlated therewith has not yer 
been discovered. At this point let us say 
that we do wish those who read the ar- 
ticle, above referred to, would read all of it 
and stop giving us an argument about the 
birth hour. Again and again I receive let- 
ters from those who have endeavored to 
apply this system and who write to me an- 
nouncing triumphantly, or otherwise in hurt 
amazement, that it does not work, because 
it does not give the birth hour!—what of it? 
and what am I supposed to do—break down 
and cry?—who said it would give the birth 
hour? It certainly does not say so in the 
article itself and who cares about the birth 
hour anyway? Think it over folks that first 
breath theory is ridiculous. When the Hour 
of Birth does give a satisfactory Ascendant 
it is an accident and merely because it 
HAPPENED to agree with the true ascend- 
ant. 

So much for heredity, then to consider 
the question of Locality. Jhondro and Pau} 
Counsil with their geocentric charts seem to 
be hitting pretty close to bull’s eye. These 
are worthy of careful investigation. 

With regard to this Mars- Neptune con- 
junction as stated above we know many 
who have it who are not distinguished for 
any unique achievements though a study of 
the lives of these people does reveal the 
work of this aspect to varying degrees and 
in various ways. Yet it cannot be denied 
that this configuration is usually found in 
the charts of men of peculiar destiny. 

Apart from its general implications we be- 
lieve that it has a specific psychological and 
physiological function. Giving tremendous 
energy and driving force. Such people are 
tireless workers, they seem to have a sort 
of restless energy and a capacity for endless 
activity both mental and physical and are 
veually markedly “Ego-centric.” The phy- 
sical correlation is said to be an excessive 
development and activity of the thyroid 
gland—in the terms of endocrinology this 
is the Hyper-Thyroid type. Napoleon “The 
Man of Destiny” is a specific case in point, 
but there are numerous examples all char- 
acterized by that same dynamic psychic 


power that may drive a person either to the 
peak of achievement or the pit of destruc- 
It cannot be 


tion. denied expression and 


is quite likely to express with destructive 
violence when thwarted. That tragic figure 
which was known as Ruth Snyder was a 
sorrowful example of what happens when 
the irresistible forces of the soul or sub- 
conscious meets an immoveable body of cir- 
cumstances or facts and the wit or clever- 
ness to solve the problem is lacking. She 
had this conjunction square Mercury in 
Pisces—Birthdate March 27, 1895.

going to meet again and with ‘the best in- 
tentions in the world each will go to work 
on the other and endeavor to settle this 
important matter once and for all.

Mars). Finally Ross’ South Node is within 
two degrees of McLarinin’s Mercury. In 
the Horary figure for the battle we find 
Ross’ Natal Venus (well aspected) in the 

C.—a realtively fortunate configuration. 
All things considered it looks as though 
Barney Ross really did win that fight after all.

Question: American Astrology gives Sat- 
urn- Aquarius for August. 


Local Astrono- 








mers give Saturn in Capricorn for August. 
Why the difference? 


Answer: The difference is between 
Zodiacal position by sign and position rela- 
tive to the constellations. The Astronomi- 
cal position is given with reference to the 
constellations. 

This matter was explained in consider- 
able detail in the January 1934 issue of 
American Astrology—Alphabet of Astrology 
commencing page 23. 


SIGNS AND CONSTELLATIONS 


Question: Please explain what a “sign” 
is, in a fashion which the neophyte can com- 
prehend. Does the Sun (and planets) really 
go through the signs (or constellations, 
which ever is right) to give their influence 
or is it the angle of earth to the planets that 
causes the rays to so reach and influence the 
earth? 

Answer: We would suggest that you read 
through the four lessons on Astrology 
which have appeared in past issues of 
American Astrology references as follows: 

August 1933—page 39

SILVER 


The nationalization of Silver announced 
August 9th certainly dropped neatly into the 
planetary pattern at that time. The reader 
is referred to page 23 of the August 1934 
issue of American Astrology where refer- 
ence is made to the cyclic chart of U. S. 
and the opposition of the eclipse to the 
Radical Moon ruler of Public finance in the 
House of Government. Inflation would 
seem to be practically certain—nothing else 
could balance that Saturnine influence and 
the U. S. Moon will receive a powerful 
stimulation from this Eclipse. Something 
must and will be down to stimulate the cir- 
culation of National currency. The reader 
can draw his own conclusions. 

Insofar as the new silver ruling is con- 
cerned and which means in effect “Bimetal- 
ism.” In our Market Forecast Page 11 of 
the March 1934 issue of American Astrology 
we forecasted this move, calling attention 
to the recent Nationalization of Gold we 
indicated a lack of continued enthusiasm 
here and predicted a further move toward 
the nationalization of silver (Bimetalism) 
summing up in these words “It is quite 
probable that He (The President) may be 
compelled to heed the ghost of Bryan yet.” 
—and the end has not yet been reached. A 
very definite hint as to the ultimate result 
was set forth on page 17 of our August 1934 
issue in our study of the probable effect of 
Uranus in Transit through Taurus. It ap- 
pears that there may be on obstacle to the 
successful culmination of this program that

may not yet be clearly visualized, but which 
may force a retrenchment in some definite 
manner with some hardship to those in- 
volved. Saturn (symbol of Tradition—the 
past) stands there cold, unresponsive and 
unsympathetic to the “New Deal.” Just 
what he may do about it or from whence 
or in what particular form the opposition 
may come cannot be foreseen at the 
moment. It is likely that the transit of 
Saturn into Pisces will bring great changes. 
The more significant for U. S. since it will 
then be on a cross with the National Uranus 
in Gemini and Neptune in Virgo. This will, 
no doubt, throw the public consciousness 
into reverse, but Saturn will at the same 
time trine the Radical Sun, Venus and 
Jupiter in the House of Public finance, cur- 
rency, etc., which should at least improve 
and stabilize the economic situation and 
operate to build a more sound, economic 
structure than we have known for several 
years.

Question: Page 24—June magazine we 
have Mercury sextile Neptune and your 
Aries influence is fortunate speculation— 
would this mean to invest in stocks that 
day. 

Also Venus sextile Neptune, June 10th 
page 25—the Aries influence is beware of 
speculation, sign no papers—does this mean 
not to buy this day—I hope I have made 
myself clear—when you state beware of 
speculation is market high then which means 
do not buy? 

Speculate when Mercury sextile Neptune 
June 7th—do I buy? 


Answer: Generally speaking Mercury sex- 
tile Neptune is favorable for speculation in 
stocks, but there might at various times be 
other modifying factors. 

When we say “Beware of Speculation,” 
this does not necessarily mean that the mar- 
ket is high, but it implies that one’s judg- 
ment regarding such matters may be un- 
reliable. 


URANUS 


Question: If Uranus was in my 7th house 
at birth trined by Jupiter and opposing Nep- 
tune and Uranus enters the 7th house for 
all those born under Scorpio which includes 
my birthdate and opposes my Sun and trines 
Neptune what are the probable effects and 
in what house or house will I most likely 
feel-the results? 

Answer: This would simply be an un- 
usually powerful Uranian influence in the 
Seventh House, since the transiting and 
Natal influences are both focused there. The 
fact that the transiting Uranus is plotted 
with reference to the Sun, would not alter 
the form of the effect, but the influence 
would strike deeper

GENERAL INDICATIONS 


Briefly it may be stated that an advanc- 
ing market may be expected during Sep- 
tember, commencing about August 23rd and 
continuing into the middle of October at 
which time another bad break is probable, 
but in the meantime the September “High 
should at least approach closely that of Feb- 
ruary, 1934. 

A significant feature of the September 
configurations is the prominence of Nep- 
tune and it would seem to be worthy of 
note that Mercury, Sun, Venus and Mars 
successively conjunct Neptune within a rela- 
tively short period in the order named. The 
dates of these conjunctions being August 
31st, September 5th, 21st and November 
11th, all occurring between the 11th and 14th 
degree of Virgo. Two of these (that of the 
Sun and Venus) falling due in September. 
There seems to be little doubt that Neptune 
is correlated with Aviation, also oils, chemi- 
cals and similar stocks, connected with 
liquids (wet stocks), amusement projects 
and Radio. We shall therefore, expect such 
securities to make a very good showing dur- 
ing September. The movement in these 
stocks will probably commence with the So- 
lar conjunction of Mercury, August 26th, 
and continue up to about September 22nd, 
after which a slight recession may take 
place. . 

As a result of this stimulation of Nep- 
tune fhe belated boom in Aviation stocks 
which was reasonably expected during this 
summer may get underway, although we be- 
lieve that for the present this may be but 
temporary, but should be resumed (perma- 
nently) during the spring months of 1935. 
It is quite probable that quite a noticeable 
(heretofore unequalled) expansion of the Air 
Services may take place within the next few 
months with much being accomplished dur- 
ing August and September, 1934. 

We are likely to witness (for the first 
time) a definite manifestation in concrete 
form or action, the promise of the Jupiter-, 
Neptune conjunction of September, 1932.) 
This might be among other things a more 
or less sensational revelation to the World, 
of a scientific nature—possibly in connec- 
tion with Aviation—possibly a further de- 
velopment of International Air Lines, strat- 





osphere flying, etc. Also this may operate 
through the Arts in connection with the 
Motion Picture Industry. This could bring 
to light the solution of some perplexing sci- 
entific problem, that has long baffled the 
scientists of the world and as a result of 
which a vast field for research and expansion 
are opened. This might, for instance, be 
some combination of Radio and Photog- 
raphy—improvements in color photography, 
etc. It is interesting to note that the last con- 
junction of Jupiter and Neptune in Virgo 
(prior to 1932), was late in the 18th century, at 
which time was born (with this conjunction in 
his birthchart) Sir Humphry Davey—the great- 
est chemist of modern times and furthermore 
practically the father of Modern Photog- 
raphy. In order to arrive at a very good 
idea of how Neptune in Virgo may mani- 
fest in the realm of science, it is only nec- 
essary to study the life and achievements of 
this man. There will be found a wealth of 
detailed and exact information relative to the 
practical tendencies of Neptune. 

Since Virgo is also the sign of medicine 
(as a branch of chemistry) we can naturally 
expect unusual advances in medicine. New 
medical discoveries and public attention 1s 
likely to be drawn to investments that have 
to do with drugs, cosmetics, also tobacco, 
coffee, tea, etc. 

Politically, this will, no doubt, manifest 
as extraordinary activity in all socialistic 
movements and this may inaugurate some 
vast program for the betterment of the liv- 
ing and working conditions of the laboring 
classes—a socialistic program and, thruout 
the world, the tendency toward communism 
will, no doubt, be unusually pronounced 
which may advance this movement to a 
marked extent during September. 

Economically this inclines to “Inflation” 
and it is quite possible that some sensa- 
tional decision in regard to Monetary Stand- 
ards may come late in August or early in 
September which will have a stimulating ef- 
fect upon the Markets of the World. Our 
own President Roosevelt will probably give 
us the first distinct glimpse of what is back 
of that conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune 
(in Taurus) in his birthchart. 

The indications are that the Primaries of Sep- 
tember may be expected to show an over- 
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whelming support for the “New Deal” a 
repetition (in more conclusive form, if that 
is possible) of the Democratic Victory of 
1932. Again we may expect to see Repub- 
lican strongholds going Democratic in large 
numbers and—this is also important—the 
Socialists will not be far behind. In fact, 
we shall see Socialists and even those of 
definitely communistic affiliations going into 
office in increasing numbers. 

We might as well face the fact that on 
the Cosmic Clock of Human Destiny there 
are definite indications that Communism 
(distinctly a Neptunian form of govern- 
ment) is the coming social system—that it 
is due to sweep the world within the next 
few years and that Russia is destined to be 
the next World Power—supplanting Great 
Britain in that position—probably within 50 
years—Russia will probably reach her zenith 
at the beginning of the next century. These two 
nations respectively stand out at present as 
symbols of the two extremes—Monarchy and 
Democracy—the old and the new—and Rus- 
sia is in the Ascendancy—Dictatorship is 
merely a step on the way—the bridge—the 
connecting link—affording a means for tran- 
sition from the old to the new order. The 
present crop of Dictators throughout the 
world is likewise a form of preparation by 
which nations are purged and a national 
consciousness changed to become accus- 
tomed to a new viewpoint but these also 
must eventually go and the true Democracy 
of the “New Atlantis” will eventually come 
into full flower where the seed was orig- 
inally sown by the Fathers of the Ameri- 
can Revolution in 1776, whereupon United 
States may take its place as the World 
Leader—the fulfillment and culmination of 
one cycle of Human Evolution, but this is 
taking us far into the future—before this 
happens long years of painful parturition 
must be endured. In the meantime let us re- 
turn to the month of September, 1934, 
which may be said to be of special impor- 
tance in the above connection. We shall 
no doubt see an accentuation of these Nep- 
tunian forces and a flash of mystic light 
from that weird planet of Inspiration may 
reveal to those prepared to see—such as 
have their “weather eye” open—a fairly clear 
vision of the trend of the social and eco- 
nomic tide during this century. 

Living in the “Now” and concentration 
on present problem is, of course, commend- 
able and necessary for the practical applica- 
tion of knowledge, but it is also advisable 
to glance into the future occasionally in or- 
der to get the proper perspective on the 
present. This is what our good friend Paul 
Counsil calls “Thinking in four dimensions” 
—a very handy accomplishment—especially 
down on Wall St. 

During September there are five days that 
may mark major events and major changes 





in the market trend—September 8th, 10th, 
11th, 22nd and 24th. 


DAILY GUIDE 


Sept. 1—Early morning unsettled and 
confused. Adverse for traveling, writing 
and all intellectual activities. Conditions 
rapidly improve as day advances. Late 
morning, afternoon and evening harmonious 
and progressive. Excellent for social af- 
fairs and business transactions.
